20th, containing news from the seat of war up 
to the 16th inst. We have neither time nor 
8 to give more than a very brief epitomy of 

enews., On the morning of the 11th» 142 
ns opened fire on Fredericksburg, and 
without intermission all day, while the 
gunboats;were shelling the enemy 15 miles down 
the river; A bridge was thrown. across the 
river thret miles below. the city, A . similar -at- 
tempt opposite the city, was made, but the rebels 
epened fire driving: the engineers away, upon 
which Burnside ordered all the guus to open up- 
on the cify, and a terrible and continuous can- 
nonade was the result.) The shot and shell went 
through many of the houses, setting them on 
fire. and énveloping the city in smoke and flames. 
In order to finish the bridges it was necessary 
to make 4 bold dash, which was done with 100 
chosen mien. They reached the: opposite side 
with some loss, and with fixed bayonets rushed 
on the eriemy. The bridges were completed at 
4 o'clockfon the 12th, and troops immediately 
commended to cross over, driving the enemy 
from theicity back to their-line of .works. The 
following is an account of the battle of the 13th : 

Dec. 13; 11 P. M.—The fog began to disappear early 
in the forénoon, affording an unobstructed view of our 
own and the rebel positions. It being evident that the 
first ridgetof hills in the tear of the city, on which the 
enemy had their guns posted behind works, could not 
be carried except by an infantry, charge, Gen. Sumner 
assigned that duty to Gen, Frénch’s division, which 
was suppérted by Gen. Howard'stroops. They advanc- 
ed to theif works 10 minutes before 12 at a brisk run. 
The enenty’s guns opened upon them a very rapid fire, 
and when' within musket range at the base of theridge, 
our troop$ wereimet by a terrible fire from the rebel in- 
fantry, which were posted-behind a stone wall and some 
houses on the right of the line. This checked the ad- 
vance ‘of Sur mé¢n, and they fell back to a small ravine, 
but not gut of musket range. At. this time another 
body of men moved to their assistance in splendid style. 
‘Notwithstanding large gaps were made’in their ranks by 


the rebel artillery, when Our-troops arrived at the first | 


line of rébel defences, they double-quicked, and, with 
fixed baydnets, endeavored to dislodge the rebels from 
their hiding places. The concentrated fire of the re- 
bel’s artillery, 4nd infantry which our men were forced 
to face, Was too much for them, and’the centre gave 
way in disordef, but afterwards were ralliea and brought 
back. Frbm that time the fire was spiritedly carried on, 
and nevet ceased until after dark. 

Gen. Franklin, who commanded she attack on the left, 
met with better success. He succeeded, after a hard 
day's fight, in: driving the rebels about one mile. At 
one time/the rebels advanced to attack him, but were 
handsomely repulsed with terrible slaughter and loss 
of between 400 and 500 prisoners, belonging to Gen. A. 
“P. Hill'sidivision. Gen. Franklin's. movement was di- 
rected down the river, and his troons are encamped to- 
night nt far from Manaponix Creek. Our troups sleep 
to-night; where they fought to-day: The dead and 
wounded are being carried from the field. 

Amopg the officers killed and wonnded are the follow- 
ing: Gen. Jackson, of the Pennsylvania Reserves, kill- 
ed; Gen; Bayard, struck in the thigh by a shell and af- 
terwarii¢ diedj Gen.. Vinton, wounded in the side (not 
seriously): Gén. Gibbons, wounded if the hand; Gen. 
Kimball, wounded in the thigh; Gen. Caldwell, wound- 
ed in twp pla@bs (not seriously); Col. Sinclair, of the 


Pennsylvania Reserves, wounded serionsly; Capt. Hen- 


drickson, commanding the 8th New York Regiment, 
woundé4; Col, Cross, of the 5th New Hampshire, wound- 
ed; the} major and adjutant of the same regiment were 

The tusketry firing ceased, about 6 o'clock, but the 
rebels Géntiuned throwing shells into the city until 8 
o'clock}! The rebel position is as follows: Longstreet is 
on theifileft, holding the main works; Gens. A. P. Hill 
and St#newall Jackson are in the front of Franklin; 
Jacksofi’s right resting on the Rappahannock, with 
Hill’s force a¢ting asareserve. Burnside will. renew 
battle at daylight im the morning: Our troops are in 
good spirits. © ; 

It ig estimated that about 40,000 Federal 
troopsijwere'engazed. About 100 were killed 


on the12th, | while driving the enemy from the 


‘city. jhe rebel forces are ascertained to num- 


ber nearly 200,000 men. Jackson commanded 
ir Mght from Port. Royal to Gniney’s Station ;
